The enue of enlisted men discharged during the week on Certificates 
of Disability for Discharge (CDD) are shown for-individual stations. These 
data should be distinguished fromthe figures for “honorable discharges for | 
physical and mental disqualification" assembled by The Adjutant General's 
Office; the latter include discharges for inaptness in addition toCDD’s and 
are tabulated on asomewhat different basis (e.g., the April data represent 


April discharges processed by the AGO during April and May plus discharges | 


prior to April which were processed in May). 


In making comparisons between Service Commands it should be borne in 
mind that morbidity rates naturally tend to be higher in those Service —

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Morbidity from diarrhea and dysentery continued 
low in all Service Commands, with none reporting a rate 
of 10 per thousand or greater.

NON-EFFECTIVE RATE: 

The non-effective rate increased for the twenty- 
second consecutive week to 55.7 per thousand; this is 
the highest rate recorded during this war. More than. 
30 percent of the current non-effective rate arises 
from days of treatment for cases evacuated from over— 
seas theaters. The non-effective rate for personnel 
stationed in this country is estimated to be lower 
than in 1943. 


PATIENTS REMAINING UNDER TREATMENT: 15 December 1944: 


The number of neuropsychiatric cases remaining was 
reported at 20,868 or about 200 more than at the end 
of the previous week and thus the highest reported so 
far in this war. The number of non-battle injury 
patients remaining was again reported at about 29,200, 
The number of battle casualty patients remaining in- 
creased by about 2000 to number 33,226. 


CERTIFICATES OF DISABILITY FOR DISCHARGE: 

During the week ending 15 December there were 4,310 
enlisted men discharged hy CDD or about 100 less than 
the previous week.

| TUBERCULOSIS: 

Morbidity from tuberculosis increased slightly to 
1.1 per thousand, the highest rate reported so far 
this year. As of 24 November 1944 there were 1585 
eases of tuberculosis remaining under treatment; 
these represented .93 percent of all patients in hos- 
pital. Of the 1585 cases remaining 566 were at 
Fitzsimons G.H. and 664 at Brun G.H. 


MALARIA: 
~~ Morbidity from malaria acquired in the United 
States declined to .1 per thousand, indicative of the 
| seasonal trend anticipated. The current experience 
4s about the same as during the corresponding period —

The number of cases of malaria presumably acquired 
| overseas which were admitted or readmitted for treat 
ment in this country averaged about 900 per week or 
slightly above the weekly average for October and thus 

the highest figure so far recorded. 


As of.24 November 1944 there were 2451 cases of 
malaria remaining under treatment, representing 1.4 
| pereent of the total patients remaining in hospital. 
| Only 12 of these 2451 cases of malaria were those 
where the disease was acquired in the United States. 
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NEUROPSYCHIATRIC DISORDERS : a 
The annual rate of admission for neuropsychiatric > 
disorders decreased slightly in November (to 47.3 per 
thousand) from the peak rate of 48.0 per thousand 
registered in October. In part the current relatively) 
high level of admissions reflects the effects of WD | 
Cir. 370, 12 September 1944 which provided that en- — 
listed men not meeting minimum standards for induction 
and having no suitable assignment could be dtschargeall 
It is noteworthy that the rate of discharge for neuro— 
psychiatric disorders has not increased, apparently 
because many mild psychiatric cases were discharged 
under Section X of AR 615-360 (now AR 615-365). 


Significant decreases in morbidity from neuro- f: 
psychiatric disorders in November as contrasted with — 
October occurred in the First and Fifth Service Com — 
mands, while only in the Fourth and Sixth Service Cor 
mands. were significant increases reported. 


The Second Service Command reported by far the i 
highest morbidity from neuropsychiatric disorders (R29 
per thousand), in large part because of relatively 4 
high admissions at Atlantic City AAF Redistribution —

Despite lower admission rates, the non-effective rate 
for November 1944 was 19 percent higher than for No- 
vember 1943; this increase is more apparent than real | 
since it is the result of the inclusion of days lost in} 
General Hospitals by evacuees from overseas, who account} 
for over 25 percent of the non-effective rate. The non- 
effective rate from injury in October was 9.2 per 
thousand, which is somewhat higher than in previous

Command do not reflect so much the variations in mor- | 
bidity between Service Commands as the varying number of] 
General Hospitals in each Service Command. When com- 
parisons are made between the non-effective rates ex- 
cluding General Hospitals, the variations in the non- 
effective rate by.
